With few exceptions,

sional Democrats, the real', party

been extremely placid. This migh' 
be. interpreted as meaning

Democrats think they have a cinch 
in 1956. They probably think noth- 
ing of the kind. 


If Eisenhower 
runs again, the

remains astonishingly 
high after 


almost 28 months in the

The Democrats, instead of try- 


ing to manufacture issues day by 
day, have given him extraordinary 
cooperation , pa rticularly in for 
eign affairs. The question has been 
asked: How long will this go on? 
The Democrats may change their 
attitude. They haven't shown much 
sign of it yet.

He seems vto have 
been right. 


With few exceptions,

sional Democrats, the real', party

been extremely placid. This migh'

Democrats think they have a cinch 
in 1956. They probably think noth- 
ing of the kind. 


If Eisenhower 
runs again, the

remains astonishingly 
high after 


almost 28 months in the

The Democrats, instead of try- 


ing to manufacture issues day by 
day, have given him extraordinary 
cooperation , pa rticularly in for 
eign affairs. The question has been 
asked: How long will this go on? 
The Democrats may change their 
attitude. They haven't shown much 
sign of it yet.
